Claim 1 (Currently Amended): A cosmetic composition, comprising! 

0.01 to 60% by weight of one or more compon e nts lipids contained in the stratum 
corneum and analogs thereof said lipids being selected from the group consisting of lipids 
contained in th e stratum corneum and analogs th e r e of natural ceramides, ceramide analogs 
and fatty acid esters of steroids , based on a total weight of said cosmetic composition; and 

0.05 to 20% by weight of a terpene component selected from the group consisting of 
a-pinene, B-pinene, camphene, limonene, 6-caryophyllene, a-terpineol, borneol, nopol, 
isobornylcyclohexanol, santalol, cedrol, guaiol, vetiverol and patchouli alcohol , based on a 
total weight of said cosmetic composition .

Claim 4 (Currently Amended): The cosmetic composition according to any on e of 
claims Claim I4e^, wherein the terpene component is selected from the group consisting of 
santalol, cedrol, guaiol, vetiverol and patchouli alcohol. 

Claim 5 (Currently Amended): The cosmetic composition according to any on e of 
claims Claim 1 te-4, wherein the terpene component is an extract, a steam distilled product or 
a pressed product of a plant. 

Claim 6 (Currently Amended): A cosmetic composition, comprising: 

one or more components selected from the group consisting of lipids contained in the 

stratum corneum and analogs thereof, and - 

cedrol. 

Claim 7 (New): The cosmetic composition according to Claim 1, wherein the fatty 
acid esters of steroids are represented by the following formula (6) 
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wherein R 15 is a hydrocarbon group having 1 to 25 carbon atoms, which may be 
hydroxylated. 

Claim 8 (New): The cosmetic composition according to Claim 1, wherein an amount 
of said lipid is 0.05 to 40% by weight, based on a total weight of said cosmetic composition. 

Claim 9 (New): The cosmetic composition according to Claim 1, wherein an amount 
of said lipid is 0. 1 to 20% by weight, based on a total weight of said cosmetic composition. 

Claim 10 (New): The cosmetic composition according to Claim 1, wherein an 
amount of said terpene component is 0.1 to 20% by weight, based on a total weight of said 
cosmetic composition. 

Claim 11 (New): The cosmetic composition according to Claim 1, wherein an 
amount of said terpene component is 1 to 10% by weight, based on a total weight of said 
cosmetic composition. 

Claim 12 (New): A method for improvement of skin qualities, comprising: 
contacting skin with said cosmetic composition according to Claim 1 . 

Claim 13 (New): A method for ameliorating chapped skin, comprising: 
contacting skin with said cosmetic composition according to Claim 1 . 

Claim 14 (New): A method for ameliorating roughened skin, comprising: 
contacting skin with said cosmetic composition according to Claim 1 . 
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Claim 15 (New): The cosmetic composition according to Claim 6, wherein said 
lipids are selected from the group consisting of natural ceramides, ceramide analogs and fatty 
acid esters of steroids. 

Claim 16 (New) The cosmetic composition according to Claim 6, wherein the lipids 
contained in the stratum corneum are ceramide analogs selected from the group consisting of 
formulae (1), (2), (3) and (4):

Claim 20 (New): A method for ameliorating roughened skin, comprising: 
contacting skin with said cosmetic composition according to Claim 6. 
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
